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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument with respect to Independent 
claim 1 and 8 has been considered but is not persuasive. Applicant argues that features such as, "speech recognition engine interfaced 
with the archive and configured to identify voices associated with an audio media stream and providing a temporal map of speaker identity 
over the duration of the collaboration based on the identified voices," are not taught or suggested by cited references. As described in 
previous action and acknowledged by Applicant (see page 3, par. 2, lines 4-13) Amit discloses voice recognition to identify voices 
associated with an audio media stream, and providing a temporal map of speaker identify over the duration of the collaboration based on 
the identified voices (see abstract, par. [0016-0020]; wherein the audio channel contains an automatic speech recognizer (ASR) as a 
reading application attached to a Computer Telephony Integration (CTI) Server which identifies the voice of the agent or an answering call- 
sign of his and conveys an agent identifier associated with the voice to a database connected to the DCS which contains the UID or unique 
identifier of the computer or browser/browser application of a particular agent. The UID of the client associated with the audio call is also 
sent to the DCS, either by the CTI server or by another route thus enabling matching of identifiers for co-browsing). Therefore, it is 
Examiner's position that Amit discloses such feature. However applicant further argues that Amit fails to disclose "providing a temporal 
map of speaker identity over the duration of the collaboration based on the identified voices." Examiner would like to further clarify that such 
feature is also clearly taught or suggested in Minneman (see Fig, 8 and details), wherein active capture (recording) with respect to time 
interval has been described. Therefore, it is Examiner's position that cited references teach or suggest each and every limitations of 
Independent claims 1 , 8 and all their dependent claims. 
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
